Now, while the high license fight is 
on in this city, and waxing pretty hot, 
the following views of the Alta Califor- 
nia are appropriate and gimely. The 
Alta is neither a*‘New England Puri- 
tan” fanatic, nor a Prohibition paper, 
nor a Republican orga, but a straight 
Democratic journal, with an ardent de- 
sire to see ite party prevail everywhere. 
It says: 

“The spirit dealers of Los Angeles 
are spiritedly fighting a high licensé. 
Consideration of the license system is 
due now. The Probibvition movement 
is a rising tide. We know of no State 
in which it has been successfully met 
by other means than aclosely restricted 
license. 

**We cannot too highly compliment 
the industry and sobriety of our Ger- 
man citizens, who drink freely of beer 
and’ wine without the sottish’ results 
which overtake other people, who make 
the mistake of asing the strong liquors 
asasocial drink. But we must not 
forget that Prvhibition is aimed at beer 
and wine as weil ae at the distilled 
liquors. It proposes to vacate the 
profits of the vineyard, the barley field 
and the hop yard, as wel! as to destroy 
the distillery. 

“Whisky lives as an outlaw. Beer 
and wine cannot. A quart of®whisky 
contains as much alcobo! as a demijobn 
of wine or a keg of beer, and the quart 
ean be transported and sold and used in 
concealment which is impossible with 
the balky liquors which are light io 
alcobol. 

“The conservative appetite of the 
Germans, which we admire as a practice 
and may profitably follow as an ex- 
ample, is the result of habits formed 
under a long- maintained license system, 
common to all parts of their native 
country. That license system makes 
the license so large in amount as to be 
felt as an investment, aud the license is 
forever forfeited if its bolder sell a:ial- 
terated liquor, if he sell toa minor or 
a draskard. This protects the quality 
of liquor; it shelters the minor from 
the drinking habit before the maturity 
of his jadgment, and it protects the 
family of the man inclined to excesses, 
and it is a law which enforces itself. 

“There is no measuring the ultimate 
value of each a law to a people in whose 
midst it is long maintained. Our Ger- 
man Israelites are especially examples 
of its effects. Originally an Oriental 
people, they eat weli and are not glut- 


tons. They testify to the benefits of 


system which is much needed by our 
Americans, who incline to excess anil 
who resent the enforcement of « laq@ to 
probibit the reasonable exercise of 
natural appetite. The vendors of 
liquors in this State should consider 
well the consequences of resisting, 
virulently, attempts to regulate, rather 
than to totally suppress, their traffi¢.”’

I was reading in the Blade about agea 
twins and of the twelve pairs of twia 
boys. Now I propose to tell you of 
what I distinctly remember. I am now 
sixty-two years old, and when I was 
from twelve to fifteen years old my 
father, Samuel L. Corning, kept the 
one tavero at the centre of Brookfiel.j, 
Trambual!l County, Obio, the first range 
of townships in the Western Reserve, 
next to the State line of Pennsylvania.
